Graham of the House committee on 
expenditurea in. Uie War Department 
has issued! the following statement as 
to the purposes and scope of the in- 
vestigation which bis cocimittee will 
conduct into the administration of the 
War Department: 


"It !s the purpose of ths Committee 


to proceed to a. careful aad .complete 
audit of. all tlie expenditures of the 
War Department during the present- 
war, including the expenditures'that 
are now continuing; 'During the war 
vast slims of money were appropriated 
for the uses ct the War Department 
without itemization. It was necessary, 
owlag to the emergency o- the war, to 
tons trust to the discretion of'the War 
Department the proper investment of 
these funis. 
Now that a state of 


peace is practically edstiag a carelul 
audit and investigation of these ex- 
penditures ought to be male. The rea- 
sons are patent. The people have a 
right to know and will know, as a re- 
sult of this investigation, how these 
vast sums were expended. It is mani- 
fest, also, that from such an InvestK 
cation it will -be possible (or our coun- 
try in the future to guard against the 
mistakes and waste'which doubtless 
have taken place during die war. 


"I am informed that today the ex- 


penditure in the "War Department is 
practically as large as during the con- 
tinuance of the war; an't I have no 
doubt a careful investigation and pub- 
licity of present-time conditions will 
result in cutting off much, useless ex- 
pense and unnecessary waste of pub- 
lic fund's. The country expects us to 
get back to .a normal -basis at the 
earliest possible time and to practice 
every economy.-thai is pc^aible.. Noth- 
jag will help toward economy so mucli 
as a public Jtaoicledge (|f" conditions 
as they 'actually exist. I may say" In- 
cidentally that if in this in-vestigation 
It is found that there have been men 
or corporations who have been taking 
advantage of the necesr.ilies of our 
country to enrich themselves and to 
make undue exactions from the gov- 
ernHnent, thdst investigation will doubt- 
less disclose'their identity, and they 
must suffer the consequences. The 
work of the committee will be fair, 
Just, impartial and nonpartisan, and 
will be conducted solely for the pur- 
pose of informing the people of the 
facts. 


"It is bur purpose to divide tbe 


work Into subdivisions. A tentative, 
subdivision of this work would- be sub- 
committeea on aviatior., ordinance, 
quartermaster's department, camps 
and cantonments, and expenditures in 
foreign countries. 


"I think from presen-. indications 


we will be prepared for public hear- 
inss, perhaps, by Monday. June 23."
